In the light of the documents cited in the search report the present claims 1-40 have to be 
considered as being novel (Art. 33(2) PCT). 

However, in the light of D1 (col. 6, line 65 - col. 32, line 45; claims 1 -34), D2 (col. 6, line 64 
- col. 27, line 21; claims 1-32) and D3 (col. 2, line 50- col 19, line 60; claims 1-28) the 
present claims 1-40 cannot be considered as being inventive (Art. 33(3) PCT) as the object 
of the present application, namely to provide a new method for preparing branched alkyl 
aromatic hydrocarbons and the claimed solution has already been suggested by the cited 
documents.
